Edwards Ousts Officers of 
Consolidated School District 

Those opposing the consolidation of 
the five school districts which included 
Wauconda, Slocum Lake, Davlin, 
Glynch and Murray districts, have won 
their fight, and Judge Edwards has en- 
tered an order ousting the president 
and the members of the board of educa- 
tion of the new Wauconda consolidated 
school district from office. 

When the matter of consolidating 
was first discussed it was warmly favor- 
ed by the Wauconda district and bitter- 
ly opposed by the other . four. Accord- 
ing to a law passsd in July of 1919, 
County Superintendent of schools T. A. 
Simpson called an election for October 
2 of last year. The district of Wau- 
conda carried the proposition by reason . 
of its size and the number of voters 
within its bounderies, and the district 
was declared organized. Another elec- 
tion was called and a president and 
board of education was elected. 

The other four districts did not give . 
up the fight. They made the charge- 
that, under the new plan it would be 
impossible for all the children of the 
district to receive the benefits of a free 
education. They pointed out that some 
of the children would be located five 
miles from school and that in bad weath- 
er it would be impossible for them to 
attend. Attorney B. H. Miller of Lib- 
ertyville was engaged to wage a legal 
battle, the matter was taken into court 
and steps were taken to prevent the . 
newly elected board from assuming 
control. The were successful and as a 
result of the orders issued by Judge 
Edwards the directors of the respect- 
ive districts will retain control of their 
own affairs. 

The opponents of the plan claim that 
while it may be possible for two districts 
may consolidate to the advaniage of 
each, the plan of consolidating five dis- 
tricts was an abuse of the power as 
well as being unreasonable and unfair.

the roots in transplanting, the supply 
of . moisture is cut off and the plants 
wilt, says the United States depart- 
niori't of agriculture. To prevent .the 
writing of the leaves, water should be 
poured around the roots before the 
dirt is filled in ; also, the tops of the 
plants should be shaded and protected 
from the wind to reduce the evapora- 
tion from the leaves. .

Declares I. W. W. Chief Will Continue 
to "Work to Destroy the Bar- 
barous Capitalist Dictator- 
ship of the World." 

New York, April 20. — In confirma- 
tion of rupurts reaching federal au- 
thorities In Chicago that Wllllniu D. 
("Big Bill") Haywood had gone to 
Russia to become head of the propa- 
ganda department of the soviet govern- 
ment, a statement was Issued by 
Charles Edward Scott, signing himself 
as secretary of the Pan-American 
agency of the Communist Interna- 
tionale, explaining In detail the 'work 
which the fugitive I. W. W. chieftain 
is to do when he Joins Lenin. 

Scott's statement calls Haywood n 
"trusted advisor of the general staff 
of the world revolution" and says that 
In his new position In the Red regime 
he "will continue to work to destroy 
the capitalist dictatorship." 

Scott says Haywood "did not desert 
his fellow workers," as was at first In- 
timated, but went "openly and undis- 
guised." He adds that he will return. 
Scott's statement follows: 

"Comrade Haywood did not leave 
the United' States of his own account, 
but at the direct command of the Com- 
munist Internationale, of which he is 
a discllplned member and whose au- 
thority he recognizes as the highest In 
the world. He will be present at the 
third congress of the Communist In- 
ternational on June 10. He will ulso 
attend the first International congress 
pf trade and industrial unions on July 
1 at Moscow as one of the true lenders 
and spokesmen of the revolutionary 
workers of America. His advice and 
assistance are required by the Com- 
munist Internationale and It was his 
revolutionary duty to obey Its sum- 
mons to go to Moscow and to disre- 
gard the court order to go to prison, 
where too mnny of our best men are 
already burled alive. 

"The Communist Internntlonale de- 
nounces in the strongest terms those 
lnwyers and liberals and sentimental- 
ists who criticize this soldier of the 
revolution for breaking faith with the 
capitalist courts; who worry more 
about one man who escapes than about 
the scores who go to prison. We trust 
that no members of the I. W. W. will 
share this silly, bourgeois prejudice. 
Comrade Haywood is no coward. 

"Karl Llebknecht was called a cow- 
ard by the Geniinn capitalists during 
the weeks he was in hiding before they 
murdered him. Lenin wns accused of 
cowardice when he secluded himself 
after the uprising In Petrograd In 
July, 1017— disregarding the taunts of 
Kerensky, but working night and day 
for the overthrow of the Kerensky 
government. 

"So, too, will William D. Haywood 
work — as a trusted adviser of the gr-n- 
eral staff of the world revolution and 
subject to Its command. He will con- 
tinue to work to destroy the barbarous 
capitalist dictatorship which enslaves 
the working class and holds Its best 
leaders In prison.

Dun's Review Reports Definite 
Gain in Some Lines. 



Resistance to Wage Revision Impedes 

Industrial Recovery — More 

Grain Marketed. 

New York, April 25.— Dun's Weekly 
Review for week ending April 22 suys : 
"After long-continued liquidation, more 
stability has developed In some mnr- 
kets, with a definite gain In business. 
Completion of the readjustment Is 
yet to be obtained In mnny Instances 
and Improvement Is not general, but 
basic conditions are gradually 
strengthening. A tendency toward 
easing of the monetary stringency, 
pnrtly reflected In some lowering of 
discount rates, Is a favorable augury 
and freer marketing of grain Is mnk- 
Ing for a lessening of the financial 
tension in country districts. 

Recent sudden chnnges In tempera- 
ture have been detrimental alike to 
crop movement and seasonal Increase 
In retail distribution, yet weather in- 
fluences are secondary to some other 
factors In the present situation, ques- 
tions of prices and wages being upper- 
most. The process of price deflation, 
continuing steadily for nearly a year, 
Is providing a basis for revival of 
buying, but resistance to wage revl- 
slons Is being encountered In various 
quarters and labor troubles In some 
sections serve to Impede the Indus- 
trial recovery. Broadly viewed, how- 
ever, some progress Is recorded each 
week, and the distinct betterment In 
the hide and leather nnd some textile 
divisions is encouraging. 

While statistical evidence of some 
revival of building activity Is not lack- 
ing, a special canvass of the situation 
discloses much Irregularity In different 
parts of the country notwithstanding 
tho pressing need for additional hous- 
ing accommodation. construction 
work In many sections Is being re- 
tarded from one cause or another, 
and various factors make the outlook 
more or less uncertain. Resistance to 
wage reductions is a phase commented 
upon In mnny of the dispatches,* and

U. S. Executive Refuses to Act as Urn- 

plre— Reiterates Hope That German 

Government Will Promptly Formu. 

late Proper Proposals to Allies. 

Washington, April 23.— In Its ap- 
peal to President Harding, mndo pub- 
lie here, Germany asked thnt the Uni- 
ted States set the amount of repara- 
tions Germany should be required to 
pny. 

In Its reply, nlso made public, the 
United States said it could not ngree 
to mediate tho question, but If the 
German government would submit its 
proposal, the United States would con- 
sider bringing It to the attention of 
the allied governments, "in a manner 
acceptable to them, in order thnt the 
negotiations may bo speedily re- 
sumed." 

The following Is the text of the 
German memorandum delivered to the 
American commissioner at Berlin for 
transmission to the State department : 

"In the nnme of the German govern- 
ment nnd the German people, the un- 
dersigned, notwithstanding the still 
existing technical state of war, re- 
spectfully petition the President of the 
United States of America to mediate 
tho reparations question nnd to fix the 
sum to be pnid by Germany to the 
allied powers nnd to eagerly urge him 
to secure the consent of the allied 
powers to Biich mediation. They 
solemnly declnre that the German peo- 
ple are ready and willing to agree 
without qualification or reservation to 
pay to the allied powers as reparation 
Buch sums as the President after ex- 
amination nnd Investigation may find 
lust nnd right. They formally pledge 
themselves to fulfill In letter and 
spirit nil the provisions of any nward 
thnt may be made by him. 

"With nbldlng faith In the right- 
eousness of this request nnd with un- 
deniable sincerity of purpose the Ger- 
man people through their constituted 
government submit their appeal to the 
President of the United States with 
the confident hope that It be granted 
to tho end that a final award may be 
mnrio in accordance with right nnd 
Justice to meet the henrtfelt wishes of 
all civilized nations, nnd to avoid the 
Immeasurable consequences of Immi- 
nent coercive measures nnd to pro- 
mote the pence of the world." 

President Hording replied ns follows : 

"This government could not ngree 
to medlnte the question of reparations 
with a view to acting ns umpire In 
Its settlement. Impressed, however, 
with the seriousness of tho Issues In- 
volved ns they nfTect tho whole world, 
the government of the United Stntes 
feels itself to be deeply concerned 
with tho question of obtaining an early 
and Just solution. This government 
strongly desires thnt there should he 
an Immediate resumption of negotia- 
tions, nnd reiterates its earnest hope 
that the German government will 
promptly formulate such proposals as 
would present n proper bonis for dis- 
cussion.- " Should the German govern- 
ment take this course, this govern- 
ment will consider bringing the mut- 
ter to tho nttentlon of the nllled gov- 
ernments in n manner ncceptnble to 
them, In order thnt negotiations may 
be speedily resumed."

FIRST T RYOUT AT CHICAGO 

All Federal Buildings to Be Under 

Guard of Soldiers— Hays and 

Postmaster Carllle Con- 

fer on the Plan. 

Chlcngo, April" 27.— Regular army 
troops nro to guard all government 
property in Chicago until such time 
ns the dnrlng and successful opera- 
tions of the city's criminals are 
checked by tho local authorities. 

This was the reply of the govern- 
ment to the half dozen big mall rob- 
beries recently, which have cost it in 
the^ neighborhood of $2,000,000. 

Notice of tho unprecedented move 
wns received by Postmaster William 
B. Carllle In the form of a letter from 
.the postmaster general. Tho letter 
stated that regular troops were being 
assigned immediately to guard tho 
Federal building, tho Federal Reserve 
bank, postal substations and all other 
government property where money or 
articles of vnjuo are handled. 

This move on tho part of the gov- 
ernment was made on recommendation 
of Postmaster Carllle a week ago in 
n letter to the postmaster general. Tho 
letter received almost instant atten* 
tlon, and in the reply which the post- 
master received he Is authorized to 
take lmmedinte action. 

"I nm particularly Interested In your 
euggestlon of guarding tho malls by 
use of federal troops In thi larger 
cities of the country," the reply rend, 
"and wish you to try it out as soon 
as possible in your district, ns soon 
as you have worked out a plan. Let 
me know whoh you have completed 
preparations and troops will be as- 
signed to be placed under your direc- 
tion." 

Mr. Carlilo already has sent forward 
a recommendation that troops be as- 
signed here immediately. 

Mr. Carllle said thnt, according to 
Information gathered by postofllco in- 
spectors, the many recent mall rob- 
beries throughout the country have 
been the work of organized gangs who 
have worked together. Tho headqunr- 
ters of these gangs, federal authori- 
ties believe, has been Chicago and for 
that reason Chlcngo was chosen ns 
the city where the new plnn of using 
federal troops will be tried. Later, It 
Is planned to use the same methods in 
New York, Philadelphia, Indlanopolls 
and other largo cities whore large 
amounts of money nro sent and re- 
ceived through the malls. 

Washington, April 27.— Mall robbers 
got away with approximately §0.000,- 
000 last year, of which some $3,000,000 
has been recovered, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hays said In discussing steps 
taken to remedy this "absolutely In- 
tolerable" condition.

The United States will do nothing that 
would -permit Germany to escape full 
responsibility for the war. Germany, 
moreover, the administration holds, 
must adroit responsibility for the war 
and must be compelled to pay damages 
to the- full extent of Its ability as de- 
termined '.In % a' fair and Just manner* 

Any- suspicion In any quarter 'Hint 
the United States,, after spending Its 



blood and treasure In the war, would 
do or say aught that would euuble Ger- 
many to escape fulfillment of its just 
obligations to the victims of aggres- 
sion Is not onlyjibsurd but distinctly, 
repugnant to the administration. 

This Is the answer to the fears en- 
tertained among the allies thut the 
United States contemplates a course 
which would encourage Germany to re- 
sist payment of , reparations and to' 
German hopes that the United Stutes 
can be relied "upon to help Germany 
escnpe puylng the penalty. 

Whether the reparations exacted of 
Germany by the allies under the terms 
of the iVersallles treaty are more than 
Germany is able to puy and whether 
these reparations have been deter- 
mined In a fair and Just manner are 
questions upon which the administra- 
tion Is not stating Its position ut this 
time. 

That the President's attitude as to 
Germany's responsibility, however, 
means that the administration will ac- 
cede to the wishes of the allies as to 
the continued participation of the 
United" States In European affairs does 
not follow. The ratification of the 
Versailles treaty, even with such modi- 
fications as were ■ embodied In the 
J^odge reservations, is now out of the 
question.

There have been several theories ad- 
vanced -as to, the .manner In which 
the. appcllotion "Keystone -State" was 
first applied, to Pcnnsylvunlu.'.Theone 
most generally, ..accepted, . and.; most- 
deur,,to Pepnsylvanlans, Is thou Penn- 
sylvania decided ,the great issue of 
American • independence. . This oc? 
cur red nt the meeting, of -the Conti- 
nental congress. nt Philadelphia, July 
4, 1770, when the vote of adopting tho 
Declaration of Independence was. taken- 
by the -states. Of tlie .thirteen orig- 
inal states, six had already voted in 
the afllrmatlve and six in the negative,, 
but when the delegation from Penn- 
sylvania came in, John Morton cast 
the deciding vote in the afllrmatlve. 
Thus Pennsylvania by her vote decided 
tlie great Issue, and was named the 
"Keystone State." 

Another reason advanced Is, that In 
constructing a bridge between Penn- 
sylvania avenue and Georgetown, 
Washington, D. C, a single arch was 
erected of stones left from building 
the walls of tho copltol. On the 13 
"vaussolrs," or arch-stones, the names 
of the 13 states were engraved. Tho 
name of Pennsylvania fell In tlie key- 
stone of the arch, and tho state be- 
came still more widely known as the 
"Keystone State."-

They have also been able to ploce 
In the some, circuit ond record with 
the same pen the ticks of a chronom- 
eter, nnd the nnvnl observatory time 
signals sent out regularly by Annapo- 
lis. 

With this new appnrntus the longi- 
tude of any spot far away from cables 
and wires enn be determined to within

two-hundredths of a second of time 
or thirty-three feet, it Is declared. It 
was to fill this need of an autographic 
time recording npparatus to replace 
the present wire tclegrnphlc ear- 
recorded methods of mnklng scientific 
time observations that the bureau 
labored.

One of President 
Wilson's last official acts wns to send 
to tho senate, In response to a resolu- 
tion of Inquiry, a statement of claims 
for reparation against Germnny tiled 
with tho government. As the United 
States, temporarily at least, Is not 
acting with the allies, what machinery 
will bo available for the collection of 
this bill Is yet to be determined. 

The bill Includes claims filed with 
the State department for losses of va- 
rious kinds footing up nbout §221,000,- 



000; claims of American, residents of 
Germany for property .taken from them 
there • ' amounting ' to $101,000,000 ; 
American Insurance companies demand 
nbout $8JXOOO,000; nnd the government 
Itself would like $80,000,000; • The mis- 
cellaneous list, first Indicated; Includes 
claims for loss of life, personal Injury, 
vessels sunk: by 'submarine's,'' cargoes 
lost by the same means, Insurance 
paid nnd premiums on war-risk Insur- 
ance. * • * 

The foregoing statement takes no 
account of the expense of maintaining 
the American army in occupied Ger- 
mnny. American seamen huve pre- 
sented- n number of cluims for loss of 
wages between their capture rind re- 
lease by Germany. They do not Include 
indemnity for cruelty or maltreatment, 
but merely for loss of time. Many 
American citizens huve complained to 
the Department of State concerning 
losses suffered us a result of the de- 
preciation of the German mark, nnd 
have Indicated a desire to get Indem- 
nification therefor. Not a few had de- 
posits In German banks, mostly in 
marks. Debts aro owed to many in 
marks. German securities payable In 
marks arc held by many.

Red Cross Work Among the War Veterans 

INCREASING seriousness of the prob- 
lem of the care of veterans 'of tlie 
World war, as manifested in but one 
of its phases, is shown in a statement 
by tho American Red Cross that its 
work alone In this field now Involves 
an annual expendlturo of approximate- 
ly $0,000,000. 

This is not the peak, It Is stated, for 
nil information reaching national head- 
quarters; Indicates that the calls for 
Red Cross servlco to veterans are con- 
stantly Increasing, nnd to meet them a 
centralizing of Red Cross work for 
veterans Is being put Into effect. 

Of tlie total annunl rate of expendi- 
ture for this work more than $2,000,000 
Is disbursed from Natlonnl Red Cross 
funds, while the remainder Is spent 
by the nation-wldo chain of chapters, 
through which to large extent Red 
Cross servlco Is made available to for- 
mer soldiers, sailors and marines and 
their families. Tlie bulk of chapter ex- 
penditures Is for home service nnd 
financial assistance to veterans. 

As a result of tho readjustment 
three major Red Cross services for 
veterans aro now grouped under tlie 
direction of Arthur Foot c, former ma- 



army. These activities include infor- 
mation and service claims, serial serv- 
ice In United States public health serv- 
ice hospitals, and supplemental service 
to men desiring nnd receiving training 
from the federal board for vocational 
education. 

Hundreds of soldier cases are 
brought to the attention of tho Red 
Cross chapters dally; the Red Cross 
announces. In 1020 chapters dealing 
directly with the various government 
departments or Indirectly through na- 
tlonnl Red Cross headquarters In

Previous Attempts to Teach People of 

Old World That Corn la a Health- 

ful and Appetizing CereaK 

Have Resulted in Failure. 

Washington, D. C.,— Can Europe and 
Asia he taught to eat corn? 

This momentous question has been 
raised again by the gift of. a million 
bushels of corn which Amerlcun furni- 
ers are sending to starving Europeans 
and Chinese. , . • , /. 

You must know that in practically 
no country outside of the two Ameri- 
cas has maize, or. Indian corn,, been 
used to any extent as, human food. It 
has been regarded as food for live 

stock only. The un-American world | gestlble as wheat and that 90 per cent 
hus simply never learned to eat corn.

Because of such experiences, when 
the food shortage begun to afflict 
Europe, the United Stoics did not send 
corn to the rescue. You may remem- 
ber that Herbert Hoover urged us to 
eat more corn and save wheat because 
Europe could not very well be taught 
to cat a new kind of fuod In so critical 
a period. 
"Now the situation Is different and 
Hoover accepted the offered' corn glad- 
ly. About 1,000,000 bushels, it Is an- 
nounced, will lie fed to children of. the 
fumlne areas, and probably most of It 
will he prepared by the relief organi- 
zations, and served to the children at 
feeding centers. 

What goes' to adults may or may not 
be cooKed before distribution. Where 
It Is not prepured for eating, directions, 
doubtless will be given to Insure sulll- 
clent cooking. 

Good Nutritive Value. 

With adequate cooking the nutritive 
value of coru Is ubout Uie same as 
that of wheat; Corn contains a large 
amount of sugar und starch which 
•. supply the body with: heat and energy. 
It also has a good deal of protein 
which builds up the body tissues. It 
Is not, hovever, rich :ln minerals, need- 
ed In bone formation. Experiments 
have shown that corn is about as dl- 



But now large sections of that world 
are starving. This would seem to be a 
most unusual opportunity to teach 
Europe and Asia to eat corn to the ad- 
vantage of all parties coucerned. 
Europe would have a new food, and 
America would have a new export 
market for Its growing corn crop. 

Last season this country produced 
3,232,367,000 bushels of corn, consider- 
ably more than the average for the 
last five years— 2,700,000,000. But the 
big crop has not brought prosperity to 
the mid-western farmers. Instead, 
corn prices have fallen to less than 
half what they were last year and 
many farmers have harvested their 
corn nt a loss. • - ^^i^; 

llllnolsan Suggested Gift 
In view of tKese facts, a young Illi- 
nois farmer suggested the gift corn 
project, which has grown to such pro- 
portions. Tiie offer was made to the 
committees for relief In China anQ the 
Near East. They considered the dilll- 
cultles of transportation and decided 
to try to overcome them by obtaining 
donations of money und help. Some 
money hus already been collected and 
trainmen have offered their services 
free In carrying the grain across coun- 
try. 

With this much of 'the ways and 
means problem worked out, the corn 
Is beginning to be collected at rail- 
road centers and file Brat cargo has 
been shipped to Constantinople. An 
attempt Is to be made to keep truck 
of Individual donations so that a report 
can be rendered to. the giver, showing 
when and by whom the corn was used. 
Shipping corn Is a much more com- 
plicated business than shipping wheat. 
There Is about 12 per cent water In 
coru and the moisture In the grain Is 
therefore apt to cause mold In the 
course of lengthy transportation. Dam- 
age due to molstim? ,m9 frequently 
been a cause of complaint In the com- 
paratively small shipments of corn 
which we have sent to' Europe. . 

Water can, however, be baked out 
of the corn by a kiln drying process, 
after which It will keep for a ■much 
longer time. This precaution Is to be 
taken before the gift corn Is shipped 
abroad In the form of meal, grits and 
hominy. Preparing the corn will 
mean some delay, but special ma- 
chinery which would not be generally 
available abroad Is needed. A flrat ship- 
ment Is expected to reach China In 
April and It will then he ready for Im- 
mediate consumption. 

Thay Won't Raject It. 
As distribution of the corn is to be 
directly in the hands of relief com- 
mittees, no difficulty in getting the 
people to eat the corn Is anticipated. 
In China, where thousunds of people 
have been trying to live ou burk and 
mosses, there will be no caviling over 
the American' com being pig's food. 
And the committees believe that the 
gruln will be equally welcome In Ar- 
menia and Hungary. Com wus used 
to some extent In Austria during the 
war. Europe has never liked It very 
much, however, and generally pre- 
ferred rye when wheat was not to he 
hud. 

Americans have felt that this dislike 
wus due mainly to Ignorance — not 
many Europeans know much about 
corn und those who have tasted It 
more often than not were prejudiced 
by hud cooking; 

There Is u story along this line 
about Cnrlyle and Emerson. Emerson 
wrote to his friend, Cnrlyle, recom- 
mending corn as a food and saying 
that he iiad sent u package so that 
the Cnrlyle family might try It. Cnr- 
lyle wrote back politely to 'thank Mr. 
Emerson, but to say that after several 
experiments they really did not flritl 
the llavor of canonical agreeable. The 
correspondence stopped here until Mrs. 
Emerson could copy off some of her 
best recipes. Then the Carlyles were 
asked to try again. They did, and 
wrote back enthusiastically to know 
where they could get more of the 
American delicacy. 

Believe Europe Would Like It 
This Incident, from the letters of 
Cnrlyle and Emerson, Is one of the 
grounds on which Americans base 
their conviction that Europe would like 
corn If It could ever be persuaded to 
give It a fair trial. The depart miiiit 
of agriculture once sent demonstrators 
und lecturers to Europe to enlighten 
the different countries as to the possi- 
bilities of Indian corn. Neither elo- 
quence nor samples of corn disguised 
In" griddle cakes, martins, gingerbread 
or com pone aroused any entl'ualnain. 



of Its dry matter Is absorbed In the 
process of digestion. 

Possibly it does not become America 
to be too Impatient with the European 
lack of appreciation of com. The high 
nutritive value of com l» realized all 
over this country und we have been, 
eating It ever since the Pilgrims, by 
accident, dug up some seed corn bur- 
led by the Indians and got them to 
explain the growth and uses of tho 
grain. Further back than that, Colum- 
bus Is said to have found corn grow- 
ing over here, and the Aztecs la their 
great civilization used it. This coun- 
try has had plonty of time to study 
corn and Its uses. Yet It is estimated 
that less than 10 per cent of our big 
corn crops Is caTen by people, whereas 
practically all of the wheat la turned 
Into noun— Frederic J. Haskln in Chi-
